TSA  Revises  Processing  of  Security  Threat  Information 
for  HAZMAT  Endorsements  on  CDLs 

The  Transportation  Security  Administration  (TSA)  has  issued  an  Information 
Collection  Request  (ICR)  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
regarding  their  processing  of  Security  Threat  Assessment  (STA)  information  for 
individuals  applying  for  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  on  their 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL).  TSA  is  revising  the  collection  of  information  to 
allow  for  recurrent  criminal  history  vetting  and  will  provide  applicants  fingerprints 
and  associated  information  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI)  for 
comparison  in  the  FBI's  Next  Generation  Identification  (or  successor) 
system.  TSA  will  also  transmit  applicants'  biometrics  for  enrollment  into  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  Automated  Biometrics  Identification  (IDENT) 
System.  TSA  is  also  revising  this  ICR  to  allow  for  facilitation  of  the  security  threat 
assessment  and  future  use  of  the  information  collected  to  be  used  for  additional 
comparability  determinations,  such  as  allowing  HAZMAT  endorsement  applicants 
to  participate  in  TSA's  Pre-Check  Application  Program  or  obtain  a  Transportation 
Worker  Identification  Card  (TWIC)  without  requiring  an  additional  background 
check.  TSA  will  also  revise  fees  relative  to  the  Hazardous  Materials  Endorsement 
Threat  Assessment  Program.  Comments  on  this  ICR  are  due  by  February  8, 
2017.

Johns  Hopkins:  Ignition  Interlock  Laws  Reduce  Alcohol- 
Involved  Fatal  Crashes 

State  laws  requiring  ignition  interlocks  for  all  drunk  driving  offenders  appear  to 
reduce  the  number  of  fatal  drunk  driving  crashes,  a  new  study  by  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Bloomberg  School  of  Public  Health  and  Colorado  School  of  Public  Health 
researchers  suggests.  The  study  —  published  Jan.  5  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Preventive  Medicine  —  found  that  mandatory  interlock  laws  were  associated  with 
a  seven  percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  fatal  crashes  with  at  least  one  driver  with  a 
blood  alcohol  content  over  the  legal  limit.  The  decrease  translates  into  an 
estimated  1 ,250  prevented  fatal  crashes  in  states  with  mandatory  interlock  laws 
since  states  first  started  passing  such  laws  in  1993.  An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.  Read  more 
here.

TSA  Revises  Processing  of  Security  Threat  Information 
for  HAZMAT  Endorsements  on  CDLs 

The  Transportation  Security  Administration  (TSA)  has  issued  an  Information 
Collection  Request  (ICR)  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
regarding  their  processing  of  Security  Threat  Assessment  (STA)  information  for 
individuals  applying  for  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  on  their 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL).  TSA  is  revising  the  collection  of  information  to 
allow  for  recurrent  criminal  history  vetting  and  will  provide  applicants  fingerprints 
and  associated  information  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI)  for 
comparison  in  the  FBI's  Next  Generation  Identification  (or  successor) 
system.  TSA  will  also  transmit  applicants'  biometrics  for  enrollment  into  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  Automated  Biometrics  Identification  (IDENT) 
System.  TSA  is  also  revising  this  ICR  to  allow  for  facilitation  of  the  security  threat 
assessment  and  future  use  of  the  information  collected  to  be  used  for  additional 
comparability  determinations,  such  as  allowing  HAZMAT  endorsement  applicants 
to  participate  in  TSA's  Pre-Check  Application  Program  or  obtain  a  Transportation 
Worker  Identification  Card  (TWIC)  without  requiring  an  additional  background 
check.  TSA  will  also  revise  fees  relative  to  the  Hazardous  Materials  Endorsement 
Threat  Assessment  Program.  Comments  on  this  ICR  are  due  by  February  8, 
2017.

Johns  Hopkins:  Ignition  Interlock  Laws  Reduce  Alcohol- 
Involved  Fatal  Crashes 

State  laws  requiring  ignition  interlocks  for  all  drunk  driving  offenders  appear  to 
reduce  the  number  of  fatal  drunk  driving  crashes,  a  new  study  by  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Bloomberg  School  of  Public  Health  and  Colorado  School  of  Public  Health 
researchers  suggests.  The  study  —  published  Jan.  5  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Preventive  Medicine  —  found  that  mandatory  interlock  laws  were  associated  with 
a  seven  percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  fatal  crashes  with  at  least  one  driver  with  a 
blood  alcohol  content  over  the  legal  limit.  The  decrease  translates  into  an 
estimated  1 ,250  prevented  fatal  crashes  in  states  with  mandatory  interlock  laws 
since  states  first  started  passing  such  laws  in  1993.  An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.  Read  more 
here.

TSA  Revises  Processing  of  Security  Threat  Information 
for  HAZMAT  Endorsements  on  CDLs 

The  Transportation  Security  Administration  (TSA)  has  issued  an  Information 
Collection  Request  (ICR)  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
regarding  their  processing  of  Security  Threat  Assessment  (STA)  information  for 
individuals  applying  for  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  on  their 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL).  TSA  is  revising  the  collection  of  information  to 
allow  for  recurrent  criminal  history  vetting  and  will  provide  applicants  fingerprints 
and  associated  information  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI)  for 
comparison  in  the  FBI's  Next  Generation  Identification  (or  successor) 
system.  TSA  will  also  transmit  applicants'  biometrics  for  enrollment  into  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  Automated  Biometrics  Identification  (IDENT) 
System.  TSA  is  also  revising  this  ICR  to  allow  for  facilitation  of  the  security  threat 
assessment  and  future  use  of  the  information  collected  to  be  used  for  additional 
comparability  determinations,  such  as  allowing  HAZMAT  endorsement  applicants 
to  participate  in  TSA's  Pre-Check  Application  Program  or  obtain  a  Transportation 
Worker  Identification  Card  (TWIC)  without  requiring  an  additional  background 
check.  TSA  will  also  revise  fees  relative  to  the  Hazardous  Materials  Endorsement 
Threat  Assessment  Program.  Comments  on  this  ICR  are  due  by  February  8, 
2017.

Johns  Hopkins:  Ignition  Interlock  Laws  Reduce  Alcohol- 
Involved  Fatal  Crashes 

State  laws  requiring  ignition  interlocks  for  all  drunk  driving  offenders  appear  to 
reduce  the  number  of  fatal  drunk  driving  crashes,  a  new  study  by  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Bloomberg  School  of  Public  Health  and  Colorado  School  of  Public  Health 
researchers  suggests.  The  study  —  published  Jan.  5  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Preventive  Medicine  —  found  that  mandatory  interlock  laws  were  associated  with 
a  seven  percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  fatal  crashes  with  at  least  one  driver  with  a 
blood  alcohol  content  over  the  legal  limit.  The  decrease  translates  into  an 
estimated  1 ,250  prevented  fatal  crashes  in  states  with  mandatory  interlock  laws 
since  states  first  started  passing  such  laws  in  1993.  An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.  Read  more 
here.

TSA  Revises  Processing  of  Security  Threat  Information 
for  HAZMAT  Endorsements  on  CDLs 

The  Transportation  Security  Administration  (TSA)  has  issued  an  Information 
Collection  Request  (ICR)  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
regarding  their  processing  of  Security  Threat  Assessment  (STA)  information  for 
individuals  applying  for  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  on  their 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL).  TSA  is  revising  the  collection  of  information  to 
allow  for  recurrent  criminal  history  vetting  and  will  provide  applicants  fingerprints 
and  associated  information  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI)  for 
comparison  in  the  FBI's  Next  Generation  Identification  (or  successor) 
system.  TSA  will  also  transmit  applicants'  biometrics  for  enrollment  into  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  Automated  Biometrics  Identification  (IDENT) 
System.  TSA  is  also  revising  this  ICR  to  allow  for  facilitation  of  the  security  threat 
assessment  and  future  use  of  the  information  collected  to  be  used  for  additional 
comparability  determinations,  such  as  allowing  HAZMAT  endorsement  applicants 
to  participate  in  TSA's  Pre-Check  Application  Program  or  obtain  a  Transportation 
Worker  Identification  Card  (TWIC)  without  requiring  an  additional  background 
check.  TSA  will  also  revise  fees  relative  to  the  Hazardous  Materials  Endorsement 
Threat  Assessment  Program.  Comments  on  this  ICR  are  due  by  February  8, 
2017.

Johns  Hopkins:  Ignition  Interlock  Laws  Reduce  Alcohol- 
Involved  Fatal  Crashes 

State  laws  requiring  ignition  interlocks  for  all  drunk  driving  offenders  appear  to 
reduce  the  number  of  fatal  drunk  driving  crashes,  a  new  study  by  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Bloomberg  School  of  Public  Health  and  Colorado  School  of  Public  Health 
researchers  suggests.  The  study  —  published  Jan.  5  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Preventive  Medicine  —  found  that  mandatory  interlock  laws  were  associated  with 
a  seven  percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  fatal  crashes  with  at  least  one  driver  with  a 
blood  alcohol  content  over  the  legal  limit.  The  decrease  translates  into  an 
estimated  1 ,250  prevented  fatal  crashes  in  states  with  mandatory  interlock  laws 
since  states  first  started  passing  such  laws  in  1993.  An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.  Read  more 
here.

An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.

TSA  Revises  Processing  of  Security  Threat  Information 
for  HAZMAT  Endorsements  on  CDLs 

The  Transportation  Security  Administration  (TSA)  has  issued  an  Information 
Collection  Request  (ICR)  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
regarding  their  processing  of  Security  Threat  Assessment  (STA)  information  for 
individuals  applying  for  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  on  their 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL).  TSA  is  revising  the  collection  of  information  to 
allow  for  recurrent  criminal  history  vetting  and  will  provide  applicants  fingerprints 
and  associated  information  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI)  for 
comparison  in  the  FBI's  Next  Generation  Identification  (or  successor) 
system.  TSA  will  also  transmit  applicants'  biometrics  for  enrollment  into  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  Automated  Biometrics  Identification  (IDENT) 
System.  TSA  is  also  revising  this  ICR  to  allow  for  facilitation  of  the  security  threat 
assessment  and  future  use  of  the  information  collected  to  be  used  for  additional 
comparability  determinations,  such  as  allowing  HAZMAT  endorsement  applicants 
to  participate  in  TSA's  Pre-Check  Application  Program  or  obtain  a  Transportation 
Worker  Identification  Card  (TWIC)  without  requiring  an  additional  background 
check.  TSA  will  also  revise  fees  relative  to  the  Hazardous  Materials  Endorsement 
Threat  Assessment  Program.  Comments  on  this  ICR  are  due  by  February  8, 
2017.

Johns  Hopkins:  Ignition  Interlock  Laws  Reduce  Alcohol- 
Involved  Fatal  Crashes 

State  laws  requiring  ignition  interlocks  for  all  drunk  driving  offenders  appear  to 
reduce  the  number  of  fatal  drunk  driving  crashes,  a  new  study  by  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Bloomberg  School  of  Public  Health  and  Colorado  School  of  Public  Health 
researchers  suggests.  The  study  —  published  Jan.  5  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Preventive  Medicine  —  found  that  mandatory  interlock  laws  were  associated  with 
a  seven  percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  fatal  crashes  with  at  least  one  driver  with  a 
blood  alcohol  content  over  the  legal  limit.  The  decrease  translates  into  an 
estimated  1 ,250  prevented  fatal  crashes  in  states  with  mandatory  interlock  laws 
since  states  first  started  passing  such  laws  in  1993.  An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.  Read  more 
here.

TSA  Revises  Processing  of  Security  Threat  Information 
for  HAZMAT  Endorsements  on  CDLs 

The  Transportation  Security  Administration  (TSA)  has  issued  an  Information 
Collection  Request  (ICR)  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
regarding  their  processing  of  Security  Threat  Assessment  (STA)  information  for 
individuals  applying  for  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  on  their 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL).  TSA  is  revising  the  collection  of  information  to 
allow  for  recurrent  criminal  history  vetting  and  will  provide  applicants  fingerprints 
and  associated  information  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI)  for 
comparison  in  the  FBI's  Next  Generation  Identification  (or  successor) 
system.  TSA  will  also  transmit  applicants'  biometrics  for  enrollment  into  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  Automated  Biometrics  Identification  (IDENT) 
System.  TSA  is  also  revising  this  ICR  to  allow  for  facilitation  of  the  security  threat 
assessment  and  future  use  of  the  information  collected  to  be  used  for  additional 
comparability  determinations,  such  as  allowing  HAZMAT  endorsement  applicants 
to  participate  in  TSA's  Pre-Check  Application  Program  or  obtain  a  Transportation 
Worker  Identification  Card  (TWIC)  without  requiring  an  additional  background 
check.  TSA  will  also  revise  fees  relative  to  the  Hazardous  Materials  Endorsement 
Threat  Assessment  Program.  Comments  on  this  ICR  are  due  by  February  8, 
2017.

Johns  Hopkins:  Ignition  Interlock  Laws  Reduce  Alcohol- 
Involved  Fatal  Crashes 

State  laws  requiring  ignition  interlocks  for  all  drunk  driving  offenders  appear  to 
reduce  the  number  of  fatal  drunk  driving  crashes,  a  new  study  by  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Bloomberg  School  of  Public  Health  and  Colorado  School  of  Public  Health 
researchers  suggests.  The  study  —  published  Jan.  5  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Preventive  Medicine  —  found  that  mandatory  interlock  laws  were  associated  with 
a  seven  percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  fatal  crashes  with  at  least  one  driver  with  a 
blood  alcohol  content  over  the  legal  limit.  The  decrease  translates  into  an 
estimated  1 ,250  prevented  fatal  crashes  in  states  with  mandatory  interlock  laws 
since  states  first  started  passing  such  laws  in  1993.  An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.  Read  more 
here.

TSA  Revises  Processing  of  Security  Threat  Information 
for  HAZMAT  Endorsements  on  CDLs 

The  Transportation  Security  Administration  (TSA)  has  issued  an  Information 
Collection  Request  (ICR)  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
regarding  their  processing  of  Security  Threat  Assessment  (STA)  information  for 
individuals  applying  for  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  on  their 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL).  TSA  is  revising  the  collection  of  information  to 
allow  for  recurrent  criminal  history  vetting  and  will  provide  applicants  fingerprints 
and  associated  information  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI)  for 
comparison  in  the  FBI's  Next  Generation  Identification  (or  successor) 
system.  TSA  will  also  transmit  applicants'  biometrics  for  enrollment  into  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  Automated  Biometrics  Identification  (IDENT) 
System.  TSA  is  also  revising  this  ICR  to  allow  for  facilitation  of  the  security  threat 
assessment  and  future  use  of  the  information  collected  to  be  used  for  additional 
comparability  determinations,  such  as  allowing  HAZMAT  endorsement  applicants 
to  participate  in  TSA's  Pre-Check  Application  Program  or  obtain  a  Transportation 
Worker  Identification  Card  (TWIC)  without  requiring  an  additional  background 
check.  TSA  will  also  revise  fees  relative  to  the  Hazardous  Materials  Endorsement 
Threat  Assessment  Program.  Comments  on  this  ICR  are  due  by  February  8, 
2017.

Johns  Hopkins:  Ignition  Interlock  Laws  Reduce  Alcohol- 
Involved  Fatal  Crashes 

State  laws  requiring  ignition  interlocks  for  all  drunk  driving  offenders  appear  to 
reduce  the  number  of  fatal  drunk  driving  crashes,  a  new  study  by  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Bloomberg  School  of  Public  Health  and  Colorado  School  of  Public  Health 
researchers  suggests.  The  study  —  published  Jan.  5  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Preventive  Medicine  —  found  that  mandatory  interlock  laws  were  associated  with 
a  seven  percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  fatal  crashes  with  at  least  one  driver  with  a 
blood  alcohol  content  over  the  legal  limit.  The  decrease  translates  into  an 
estimated  1 ,250  prevented  fatal  crashes  in  states  with  mandatory  interlock  laws 
since  states  first  started  passing  such  laws  in  1993.  An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.  Read  more 
here.

An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.

TSA  Revises  Processing  of  Security  Threat  Information 
for  HAZMAT  Endorsements  on  CDLs 

The  Transportation  Security  Administration  (TSA)  has  issued  an  Information 
Collection  Request  (ICR)  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
regarding  their  processing  of  Security  Threat  Assessment  (STA)  information  for 
individuals  applying  for  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  on  their 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL).  TSA  is  revising  the  collection  of  information  to 
allow  for  recurrent  criminal  history  vetting  and  will  provide  applicants  fingerprints 
and  associated  information  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI)  for 
comparison  in  the  FBI's  Next  Generation  Identification  (or  successor) 
system.  TSA  will  also  transmit  applicants'  biometrics  for  enrollment  into  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  Automated  Biometrics  Identification  (IDENT) 
System.  TSA  is  also  revising  this  ICR  to  allow  for  facilitation  of  the  security  threat 
assessment  and  future  use  of  the  information  collected  to  be  used  for  additional 
comparability  determinations,  such  as  allowing  HAZMAT  endorsement  applicants 
to  participate  in  TSA's  Pre-Check  Application  Program  or  obtain  a  Transportation 
Worker  Identification  Card  (TWIC)  without  requiring  an  additional  background 
check.  TSA  will  also  revise  fees  relative  to  the  Hazardous  Materials  Endorsement 
Threat  Assessment  Program.  Comments  on  this  ICR  are  due  by  February  8, 
2017.

Johns  Hopkins:  Ignition  Interlock  Laws  Reduce  Alcohol- 
Involved  Fatal  Crashes 

State  laws  requiring  ignition  interlocks  for  all  drunk  driving  offenders  appear  to 
reduce  the  number  of  fatal  drunk  driving  crashes,  a  new  study  by  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Bloomberg  School  of  Public  Health  and  Colorado  School  of  Public  Health 
researchers  suggests.  The  study  —  published  Jan.  5  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Preventive  Medicine  —  found  that  mandatory  interlock  laws  were  associated  with 
a  seven  percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  fatal  crashes  with  at  least  one  driver  with  a 
blood  alcohol  content  over  the  legal  limit.  The  decrease  translates  into  an 
estimated  1 ,250  prevented  fatal  crashes  in  states  with  mandatory  interlock  laws 
since  states  first  started  passing  such  laws  in  1993.  An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.  Read  more 
here.

TSA  Revises  Processing  of  Security  Threat  Information 
for  HAZMAT  Endorsements  on  CDLs 

The  Transportation  Security  Administration  (TSA)  has  issued  an  Information 
Collection  Request  (ICR)  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
regarding  their  processing  of  Security  Threat  Assessment  (STA)  information  for 
individuals  applying  for  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  on  their 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL).  TSA  is  revising  the  collection  of  information  to 
allow  for  recurrent  criminal  history  vetting  and  will  provide  applicants  fingerprints 
and  associated  information  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI)  for 
comparison  in  the  FBI's  Next  Generation  Identification  (or  successor) 
system.  TSA  will  also  transmit  applicants'  biometrics  for  enrollment  into  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  Automated  Biometrics  Identification  (IDENT) 
System.  TSA  is  also  revising  this  ICR  to  allow  for  facilitation  of  the  security  threat 
assessment  and  future  use  of  the  information  collected  to  be  used  for  additional 
comparability  determinations,  such  as  allowing  HAZMAT  endorsement  applicants 
to  participate  in  TSA's  Pre-Check  Application  Program  or  obtain  a  Transportation 
Worker  Identification  Card  (TWIC)  without  requiring  an  additional  background 
check.

Johns  Hopkins:  Ignition  Interlock  Laws  Reduce  Alcohol- 
Involved  Fatal  Crashes 

State  laws  requiring  ignition  interlocks  for  all  drunk  driving  offenders  appear  to 
reduce  the  number  of  fatal  drunk  driving  crashes,  a  new  study  by  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Bloomberg  School  of  Public  Health  and  Colorado  School  of  Public  Health 
researchers  suggests.  The  study  —  published  Jan.  5  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Preventive  Medicine  —  found  that  mandatory  interlock  laws  were  associated  with 
a  seven  percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  fatal  crashes  with  at  least  one  driver  with  a 
blood  alcohol  content  over  the  legal  limit.  The  decrease  translates  into  an 
estimated  1 ,250  prevented  fatal  crashes  in  states  with  mandatory  interlock  laws 
since  states  first  started  passing  such  laws  in  1993.  An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.  Read  more 
here.

TSA  Revises  Processing  of  Security  Threat  Information 
for  HAZMAT  Endorsements  on  CDLs 

The  Transportation  Security  Administration  (TSA)  has  issued  an  Information 
Collection  Request  (ICR)  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
regarding  their  processing  of  Security  Threat  Assessment  (STA)  information  for 
individuals  applying  for  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  on  their 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL).  TSA  is  revising  the  collection  of  information  to 
allow  for  recurrent  criminal  history  vetting  and  will  provide  applicants  fingerprints 
and  associated  information  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI)  for 
comparison  in  the  FBI's  Next  Generation  Identification  (or  successor) 
system.  TSA  will  also  transmit  applicants'  biometrics  for  enrollment  into  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  Automated  Biometrics  Identification  (IDENT) 
System.  TSA  is  also  revising  this  ICR  to  allow  for  facilitation  of  the  security  threat 
assessment  and  future  use  of  the  information  collected  to  be  used  for  additional 
comparability  determinations,  such  as  allowing  HAZMAT  endorsement  applicants 
to  participate  in  TSA's  Pre-Check  Application  Program  or  obtain  a  Transportation 
Worker  Identification  Card  (TWIC)  without  requiring  an  additional  background 
check.  TSA  will  also  revise  fees  relative  to  the  Hazardous  Materials  Endorsement 
Threat  Assessment  Program.  Comments  on  this  ICR  are  due  by  February  8, 
2017.

Johns  Hopkins:  Ignition  Interlock  Laws  Reduce  Alcohol- 
Involved  Fatal  Crashes 

State  laws  requiring  ignition  interlocks  for  all  drunk  driving  offenders  appear  to 
reduce  the  number  of  fatal  drunk  driving  crashes,  a  new  study  by  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Bloomberg  School  of  Public  Health  and  Colorado  School  of  Public  Health 
researchers  suggests.  The  study  —  published  Jan.  5  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Preventive  Medicine  —  found  that  mandatory  interlock  laws  were  associated  with 
a  seven  percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  fatal  crashes  with  at  least  one  driver  with  a 
blood  alcohol  content  over  the  legal  limit.  The  decrease  translates  into  an 
estimated  1 ,250  prevented  fatal  crashes  in  states  with  mandatory  interlock  laws 
since  states  first  started  passing  such  laws  in  1993.  An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.  Read  more 
here.

TSA  Revises  Processing  of  Security  Threat  Information 
for  HAZMAT  Endorsements  on  CDLs 

The  Transportation  Security  Administration  (TSA)  has  issued  an  Information 
Collection  Request  (ICR)  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
regarding  their  processing  of  Security  Threat  Assessment  (STA)  information  for 
individuals  applying  for  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  on  their 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL).  TSA  is  revising  the  collection  of  information  to 
allow  for  recurrent  criminal  history  vetting  and  will  provide  applicants  fingerprints 
and  associated  information  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI)  for 
comparison  in  the  FBI's  Next  Generation  Identification  (or  successor) 
system.  TSA  will  also  transmit  applicants'  biometrics  for  enrollment  into  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  Automated  Biometrics  Identification  (IDENT) 
System.  TSA  is  also  revising  this  ICR  to  allow  for  facilitation  of  the  security  threat 
assessment  and  future  use  of  the  information  collected  to  be  used  for  additional 
comparability  determinations,  such  as  allowing  HAZMAT  endorsement  applicants 
to  participate  in  TSA's  Pre-Check  Application  Program  or  obtain  a  Transportation 
Worker  Identification  Card  (TWIC)  without  requiring  an  additional  background 
check.  TSA  will  also  revise  fees  relative  to  the  Hazardous  Materials  Endorsement 
Threat  Assessment  Program.  Comments  on  this  ICR  are  due  by  February  8, 
2017.

Johns  Hopkins:  Ignition  Interlock  Laws  Reduce  Alcohol- 
Involved  Fatal  Crashes 

State  laws  requiring  ignition  interlocks  for  all  drunk  driving  offenders  appear  to 
reduce  the  number  of  fatal  drunk  driving  crashes,  a  new  study  by  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Bloomberg  School  of  Public  Health  and  Colorado  School  of  Public  Health 
researchers  suggests.  The  study  —  published  Jan.  5  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Preventive  Medicine  —  found  that  mandatory  interlock  laws  were  associated  with 
a  seven  percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  fatal  crashes  with  at  least  one  driver  with  a 
blood  alcohol  content  over  the  legal  limit.  The  decrease  translates  into  an 
estimated  1 ,250  prevented  fatal  crashes  in  states  with  mandatory  interlock  laws 
since  states  first  started  passing  such  laws  in  1993.  An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.  Read  more 
here.

TSA  Revises  Processing  of  Security  Threat  Information 
for  HAZMAT  Endorsements  on  CDLs 

The  Transportation  Security  Administration  (TSA)  has  issued  an  Information 
Collection  Request  (ICR)  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
regarding  their  processing  of  Security  Threat  Assessment  (STA)  information  for 
individuals  applying  for  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  on  their 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL).  TSA  is  revising  the  collection  of  information  to 
allow  for  recurrent  criminal  history  vetting  and  will  provide  applicants  fingerprints 
and  associated  information  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI)  for 
comparison  in  the  FBI's  Next  Generation  Identification  (or  successor) 
system.  TSA  will  also  transmit  applicants'  biometrics  for  enrollment  into  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  Automated  Biometrics  Identification  (IDENT) 
System.  TSA  is  also  revising  this  ICR  to  allow  for  facilitation  of  the  security  threat 
assessment  and  future  use  of  the  information  collected  to  be  used  for  additional 
comparability  determinations,  such  as  allowing  HAZMAT  endorsement  applicants 
to  participate  in  TSA's  Pre-Check  Application  Program  or  obtain  a  Transportation 
Worker  Identification  Card  (TWIC)  without  requiring  an  additional  background 
check.  TSA  will  also  revise  fees  relative  to  the  Hazardous  Materials  Endorsement 
Threat  Assessment  Program.  Comments  on  this  ICR  are  due  by  February  8, 
2017.

Johns  Hopkins:  Ignition  Interlock  Laws  Reduce  Alcohol- 
Involved  Fatal  Crashes 

State  laws  requiring  ignition  interlocks  for  all  drunk  driving  offenders  appear  to 
reduce  the  number  of  fatal  drunk  driving  crashes,  a  new  study  by  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Bloomberg  School  of  Public  Health  and  Colorado  School  of  Public  Health 
researchers  suggests.  The  study  —  published  Jan.  5  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Preventive  Medicine  —  found  that  mandatory  interlock  laws  were  associated  with 
a  seven  percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  fatal  crashes  with  at  least  one  driver  with  a 
blood  alcohol  content  over  the  legal  limit.  The  decrease  translates  into  an 
estimated  1 ,250  prevented  fatal  crashes  in  states  with  mandatory  interlock  laws 
since  states  first  started  passing  such  laws  in  1993.  An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.  Read  more 
here.

TSA  Revises  Processing  of  Security  Threat  Information 
for  HAZMAT  Endorsements  on  CDLs 

The  Transportation  Security  Administration  (TSA)  has  issued  an  Information 
Collection  Request  (ICR)  to  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB) 
regarding  their  processing  of  Security  Threat  Assessment  (STA)  information  for 
individuals  applying  for  a  hazardous  materials  (HAZMAT)  endorsement  on  their 
commercial  driver's  license  (CDL).  TSA  is  revising  the  collection  of  information  to 
allow  for  recurrent  criminal  history  vetting  and  will  provide  applicants  fingerprints 
and  associated  information  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  (FBI)  for 
comparison  in  the  FBI's  Next  Generation  Identification  (or  successor) 
system.  TSA  will  also  transmit  applicants'  biometrics  for  enrollment  into  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  Automated  Biometrics  Identification  (IDENT) 
System.  TSA  is  also  revising  this  ICR  to  allow  for  facilitation  of  the  security  threat 
assessment  and  future  use  of  the  information  collected  to  be  used  for  additional 
comparability  determinations,  such  as  allowing  HAZMAT  endorsement  applicants 
to  participate  in  TSA's  Pre-Check  Application  Program  or  obtain  a  Transportation 
Worker  Identification  Card  (TWIC)  without  requiring  an  additional  background 
check.  TSA  will  also  revise  fees  relative  to  the  Hazardous  Materials  Endorsement 
Threat  Assessment  Program.  Comments  on  this  ICR  are  due  by  February  8, 
2017.

Johns  Hopkins:  Ignition  Interlock  Laws  Reduce  Alcohol- 
Involved  Fatal  Crashes 

State  laws  requiring  ignition  interlocks  for  all  drunk  driving  offenders  appear  to 
reduce  the  number  of  fatal  drunk  driving  crashes,  a  new  study  by  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Bloomberg  School  of  Public  Health  and  Colorado  School  of  Public  Health 
researchers  suggests.  The  study  —  published  Jan.  5  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Preventive  Medicine  —  found  that  mandatory  interlock  laws  were  associated  with 
a  seven  percent  decrease  in  the  rate  of  fatal  crashes  with  at  least  one  driver  with  a 
blood  alcohol  content  over  the  legal  limit.  The  decrease  translates  into  an 
estimated  1 ,250  prevented  fatal  crashes  in  states  with  mandatory  interlock  laws 
since  states  first  started  passing  such  laws  in  1993.  An  ignition  interlock  is  an 
alcohol-sensing  device,  connected  to  the  ignition  of  a  vehicle,  which  detects 
alcohol  in  the  driver's  breath.  If  alcohol  in  excess  of  a  preset  limit  is  detected  by  the 
sensor,  the  vehicle  will  not  start.  While  all  50  states  have  some  type  of  ignition 
interlock  laws,  26  have  mandatory  laws  requiring  all  individuals  convicted  of  a  DUI 
offense  to  use  an  interlock  in  order  to  drive  legally,  as  of  March  2016.  Read  more 
here.

Technology).  They  need  1  newer  driver's  licenses  and  1  under  21  license,  so  they  can  test  them  to  verify  that 
the  CAT  can  validate  the  driver's  license  from  each  state.  The  test  articles  are  strictly  for  DHS  purposes  and 
would  not  be  shared  with  anyone  outside  of  DHS.  The  driver's  license  will  be  safely  stored  inside  the  facility  I 
work  in  at  the  TSA  Systems  Integration  Facility  (TSIF)  in  Arlington,  VA.

NOTEs:  disqualification  period  must  be  in  addition  to  any  other  previous  period  of  disqualification  (run  consecutively) [49 
CFR  §383. 51(a)(5)])  Applicable  for  CLP  or  CDL  holder  in  any  type  of  vehicle  and  non-CLP/CDL  holders  operating  a 

CMV  -  except  if  the  offense  stipulates  operation  of  a  CMV  only _ 

Exception  -  For  a  CLP  or  CDL  holder,  offenses  while  operating  a  non-CMV  must  result  in  the  revocation,  cancellation  or 
suspension  of  the  CLP/CDL  holder's  permit/license  or  non-CMV  driving  privileges  in  state  statute) 

So,  in  your  example,  if  the  S19  and  S26  result  in  a  loss  of  privilege  (commercial  or  non-commercial)  under  your  state 
statutes,  then  you  take  the  W30  for  the  second  serious  within  a  three  year  time  frame. 

Again,  the  key  thing  is  that  the  violations  would  result  in  loss  of  privilege.  If  they  paid  a  fine  or  otherwise  were  punished, 
then  the  W30  would  not  apply.
